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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114 was filed in this application 
after appeal to the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences, but prior to a decision on the 
appeal. Since this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114 and the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the appeal has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14 and prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 14. 
Applicant's submission filed on March 4, 2010, has been entered. 

2. In the Office Action of May 3, 2007, applicant was required to elect a single disclosed 
species. In response, applicant elected the species of Figure 7 and identified claims 49, 66, 81, 
86, 88, 89, 90, 91, 92, 93, 94, and 96. In the Office Action of November 26, 2008, it was pointed 
out that claim 89 was dependent on claim 87 which was not elected. Claims 50-60, 67-80, 82- 
85, 87, 89, 95 and 97-102 were withdrawn from consideration. These claims remain withdrawn 
from consideration. 

3 . Prior to the amendment filed on March 4, 20 1 0, the highest number claim in the 
application was 102. Applicant proposed claim 103 in the amendment after final filed on 
February 25, 2009. The advisory action mailed on March 20, 2009, indicated that the 
amendment after final would not be entered. Consequently, claim 103 was not in the application. 
In the March 4, 2010, amendment applicant submitted claims 103-1 14. The claim status 
identifier for claim 103 reads (Currently Amended). This appears to be incorrect since claim 103

4. In the amendment filed on August 17, 2006, applicant amended claim 94 to recite a 
method rather than apparatus. In the Amendment after final, applicant amended claim 94 to 
recite an apparatus. As noted in the paragraph above, the amendment after final was not entered. 
In the claims filed on March 4, 2010, applicant has written claim 94 as an apparatus claim as in 
the non-entered amendment after final. 

Election/Restrictions 

5. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 49, 66, 81, 86, 88, 90-93, 96 and 103-1 14 drawn to a method, classified in 
class 205, subclass 149. 

II. Claims 94, drawn to apparatus, classified in class 324, subclass 500. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

6. Inventions I and II are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The inventions 
are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be practiced by another 
and materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as claimed can be used to 
practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this case the 
apparatus of the Group II claims can be used to perform processes other than that of the Group I 
claims. For example, apparatus comprising means for retractably moving and means for 
applying an electrical signal could be used to test light bulbs. 
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7. Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these inventions 
listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and there would be a 
serious search and examination burden if restriction were not required because one or more of 
the following reasons apply: 

(a) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different 

classification; 

(b) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their recognized 

divergent subject matter; 

(c) the inventions require a different field of search (for example, searching different 

classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or employing different search queries); 

(d) the prior art applicable to one invention would not likely be applicable to another 

invention; 

(e) the inventions are likely to raise different non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. 101 

and/or 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph. 
Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include 
(i) an election of a invention to be examined even though the requirement may be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention may be made with or without traverse. To reserve a right to 
petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not distinctly and specifically 
point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election shall be treated as an 
election without traverse. Traversal must be presented at the time of election in order to be 
considered timely.

8. A telephone call was made to Daniel Morris on April 23, 2010, to request an oral election 
to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made. Mr. Morris was 
not available at the time the call was made. 

9. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a request under 37 CFR
